Orleans Levees. 


Some of the Principal Business Streets 
Inundated. 


Gangs of Men Working to Keep the 
Water Back — The Outlook Gloomy. 


The Mississipp! and Its Branches 
Overfiowing Throughout Arkan- 
sas — Rains Falling and 
Other Floods Feared. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 4 
NEW ORLEANS, March 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The river here at 2:45 
p.m, was 16 feet 9 inches, and at 2:50 it had 
reached 17 feet, but it remained at that 
point but a short while, when it receded to 
16 feet 8 inches, where it seemed to make a 
stand. ‘This was six inches above the record 
of other years, and the water went over the 
levees all along the city front at every de- 
ptession or low place, and soon flooded the 
streets and sidewalks of a large section of 
the city. . Up town at the bead of Jackson, 
Washington and Saraparu streets waves 
washed over the levee and submerged | 
Streets and sidewalks, The same thing 
occurred at other points down to Poydras 
street, Here the water spread out over the 
broad space occupied by the Morgan roads. 
Then it began to flow down Poydras street 
and out into the cross streets on either side, 
—— the gutters back to the drainage 
canals in the rear of the city. From Cus- 


‘| tom-house street to Conti -the water came 


over the levees freely and completely sub- 
merged the streets, and in many places the 
sidewaiks and lower floors of business 
houses from the north side of Canal street 
to Hospital street, a distance of 14 blocks, 
and from River to Rampart street, a dis- 
tance of eight blocks, 

The damage done so far is not great. The 
greatest damage was that sustained by mer- 
‘chants who had sugar stored in the bonded 
warehouses on Le street. The Southern 
and Crescent oil mills, being washed under 
by water, the fllors were torn away and 
embankments built underneath, 

A break occurred at the Hatch place, near 
Harvey’s Canai, but it ouly reached a width 
of four feet when it was discovered and 
promptly closed. It is still a dangerous 
Spot, as the levee is very weak.

New ORLEANS, March 14.—1:30 a.m.—lIt 
has been raining steadily, but slowly, since 
8 p. m., and the rainfall, added to the water 
passing over the levees in front of the city 
and running back, has overflowed a large 
section of the cit in the vicinity of Ciai- 
borne street, The river gauge shows no 
material change. The water is flowing over 
the levee rapidly at the head of Peter's 
street, and the slde wa ks and streets in the 
vicinity are covered with water. Water is 
also running over the levee 288 freely at 
Third, Fourth, Sixth, Eighth, Teledano, 
Sarapetu and State streets.

San Francisco, March 13.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.“ Princess Martha Engal't- 
cheff, who is traveling in this country, was 
entertained by the ladies of the Century 
Club yesterday.

A SENSATIONAL CASE. 


James Jappel on Trial for Battery— 
A Girl in It, 

Most ot the time in Justice Lock- 
wvood’s court yesterday afternoon was 
consumed in the trial of the case of 
the People vs. James Jappel, on a 
charge of battery. Jappel is a young 
painter in the employ of a firm on 
Broadway, and was arrested by Officer 
Dorsey, near the Sixth-street Park, a 
week or two ago, in company with a 
16-year-old girl named Ida Doepping. 
Officer Dorsey claimed that he had 
seen the girl apd Jappel coming out of 
a lodging-house at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, a week or two before, and, 
being suspicious that all was not right, 
watohed them, aud afterward caught 
them in a comer at 
the Sixth-street Park. He let them 
go on their promise to do better, but 
found them at the park the next night 
together, and placed them under ar- 
rest, and was on his way to the police 
station, when, at the corner of Broad 
way and Sixth streets, Jappel assaul 


mélée both he and the girl escaped. 
He claimed that he afterward got Jap- 
pel and brought bim to tbe station, 
where he was booked for battery. On 
the other hand, the man and girl claim 
that Dorsey was guilty of improper 
conduct to the girl, and that it was 
while they were endeavoring to have 
this settled the trouble arose. . 

The case was tried before a jury, 
and after Dorsey had told his story 
the girl, Ida Doepping, was put on the 
stand and gave her version of the af- 
tair, after which Jappel was sworn, 
and flatly contradicted the officer on 
every proposition. He told a straizht 
story, frankly admitting that he struck 
the officer, but that it was only after 
great provocation and after ‘be had 
been assaulted by him. He said that 
the girl had complained to him that

A Telegraph Operator Dies at His
